1900 a surprising part of all retail 
business was done by wagons travel 
ing from house to house with their 
merchandise,” he said, “Though it 
may seem far fetched, I believe from 
observations made in various sections 
of the country that in the future a 
good part of retailing must return to 
wheels again. 

“The new traveling store, however, 
will be far different from that of the 
past, It will be an attractive modern 
motor vehicle electrically refrigerated, 
if necessary, and above all, fast and 
reliabe. Traffic conditions and the 
dangers that beset children when 
sent out to the store today are 
decidedly in favor of the store moving 
to the consumer.”

American Gas Association here, 

If the manufacture of this gas is 
found practical, it was said, it wil 
enable gas plants to be important 
producers of solid carbon dioxide or 
dry ice, as a major by-product, 

Another announcement concerned 
development of a combination refrig 
erator furnace unit designated to cool 
homes in the summer and heat them 
in the winter, It was said that pre 
liminary research work along this 
line has been so successful that the 
association is ready to proceed with 
the building of a house to put the 
new unit to rigid tests. 

The Federal Government wi! be 
requested by the association to ap- 
propriate $100,000 a year for five 
years to make a detailed study of the 
gas-making qualities of American 
coals and their by-products, it was. 
announced, 

W. C, Beckjord of New York, vice- 
president of the American Light & 
Traction Co., stated that if the exten- 
sive coal research program suggested 
by the gas industry is approved by 
the government, the investigation will 
be undertaken jointly by the Bureau 
of Mines and the American Gas 
Association, 

It would enable the gas industry,. 
he said, to select the proper coal for 
any given location to the best eco 
nomic advantage, adding’ that the 
association has already contributed 
$5,000 to the Bureau of Mines to make 
up a preliminary report, 

At a meeting of the manufacturers’ 
group, H. Leigh Whitlaw of New 
York, ‘chairman, declared that the 
next two years would witness unusuart 
progress in fuel utilization. 

“The economic demands of tomor- 
row,” he said, “will compel us to 
revolutionize our fuel habits. We will 
have cheaper gas, cheaper steam, 
cheaper electricity and cheaper 
necessary materials generally. Saving 
a dollar a ton on the bituminous coal 
not now carbonized in America would 
represent a national economy of nearly 


500,000,000 annually.

Ontario js usually regarded as the 
banner Province of 
Canada und so far as labels are con: | 
cerned it is true, Quebec, on the | 
Other hand, is the foremost Liberal 
Province, judged by the party color | 
of its legislature and House of Com- 
mons representation. Yet, if judged 
by ideas and ideals Ontario is @ Liber. | 
al province and Quebec Conservative. 
Indeed, in ™many respects, Ontario 
might be considered as the ‘“Red”) 
Province of Canada, which is said 
here with no disrespect, Is it not 
possible tha? we have all been misled 
by the respective labels carried by our 
two largest provinces. 

Consider the attitude of Ontario 
on nearly all public questions except | 
that of the tariff. Apart from its 
fealty to protection Ontario is really 
radical, Its attitude on the question of 
public ownership alone would certainly | 
stamp it in the eyes of “St, James} 
Street” which is “bitter-end” in its | 
Toryism—as the opposite of Conserva. 
tive, rather as violently radical. 
Quebec will have nothing to do! 
with public ownership except of the | 
liquor monopoly. It is not argued | 
here that public ownership is essen. | 
tially a Liberal doctrine, so far as 
Liberalism can be judged by its Cam 
adjan setting, but if “the greatest) 
good of the greatest number” is sound | 
Liberal doctrine as is claimed, then | 
public ownership is an expression for | 
Liberalism. Yet Quebec abhors it 
while Ontario hugs it! 

In regard to all social legislation 
Ontario is far in advance of its sister 
Province. Without enumerating the 
various measures aimed’ at social 
amelioration which have been adopted 
in Ontario it can safely be asserted 
that the statue books of the great 
Conservative Province testify to ita 
inherent Liberalism while the laws of 
the Province of Quebec stamp the 
home of Jean Baptiste as reactionary 
--Conservative beyond almost any 
possibility of change. Only very 
tardily has Quebec adopted a compul- 
sory Workmen’s Compensation Act 
and, even in doing so, has seen to it 
that the business of insuring work- 
people against accidents is to be in 
the hands of privately-owned insurance 
companies, 

The sound progressive legislation 
adopted by Ontario in regard to wo- 
men, is another proof of its progressiv 
ism or Liberalism. While Quebec 
women still await women’s suffrage, 
and have no right to vote in Provin- 
cial elections their sisters in Ontario 
have long held the right and exercised 
it, And what marks the essential 
Liberalism of the one and the unde 
niable Conservatism of the other 
province is the fact that Ontario 
women are indifferent about it It 


Sonservative 


is a digerence o fttemperament, The 
French-Canadian people are instinct 
ively Conservative, Ontario people 
more prone to social experiment and 
readier to uproot customs and, habits 
that may become socially undesirable, 

If we care to cast our thoughts 
back to past years, it will be recalled 
that once upon a time, as the story- 
tellers say, Quebec was strongly Con- 
servative, politically, while Ontario 
Was equally strong in its Liberalism. 
What has changed? Not the political 
beliefs of the people but, largely 
through dissatisfaction with political 
leaders, the people changed the labels 
while retaining the principles. Ontario 
overthrew the Liberal administration, 
longlived and elected a Conservative 
one, but remained Liberal, Quebec 
turned out the Conservative “radicals” 


when their conduct became too hot} 
to stand any longer, and put in some 
others labelled Liberals but the Queb- 
ecers remained Conservative at heart. 
Which must us ask, what is there in 
party politics anyhow?
